by the supreme court

holds that the Xewark Natural Gas 
arid Fuel company nms-t furnish gas 
nt the low rate fixed by the city coun- 
cil.

company bad raised its rate to 22 ?6 
cents net and notified consumers that 
after April 10, 1911, that the supply 
would be cut off from those who re- 
fused to pay the new rate. Former 
Pity Solicitor Frank A. Bolton went 
into courts to ask 
an 
injunction, 


which both the common pleas and 
appellate courts granted. 


The company asserted 
that 
the 


1911 
ordinance, establishing 18 cents 


as the net late for };as, was conflsda- 
tcry in effect and would not permit 
it to make a profit. The lower courts 
decided that rate was reasonable. 
The new fianchi.se under which the 
company is, operating will expire in 
one year. 


The lower courts were upheld by 


today's decision. 


History of the Case. 


In March, 1911, the city council 


passed an ordinance fixing for five 
years the price ot gas to consumers 
at 20 cents with 10 per cent discount 


if paid before the 10th of the month, an appeal and the case was tried 
Thereupon the gas company 
pub-, 


lished notice that it would not ac-, 
cept less than 25 cents per thou- 
sand, with 10 per cent discount, and 
would turn off the gas from all con- 
sumers who railed to pay that price. 
Immediately afterwards an injunc- 
tion suit was instituted by City So- 
licitor Frank A. Bolton, enjoining 
the company from turning off the 
gas and from charging more than the 
rate fixed by council. The case was 
tried to Judge Jewell of the common 
pleas court in March, 1913, and in 
the following summer he handed 
down his decision upholding the rate 
fixed by council.

The suit was brought to prevent 


the village from 
entering 
into 
a 


contract for the 
paving 
of 
four 


streets in the village of Utica. 
The 


petition alleged that the village was 
about to enter into a contract with 
Henderson Brothers, contractors, and 
that the said Henderson 
Brothers 


are not the lowest and best bidders 
for said improvement, that Houston it 
Henderson are the lowest and best 
bidders, and asked that the village 
council be enjoined from entering 
into 
a 
contract 
with 
Henderson 


Brothers, and from making any con- 
tract with any person for said im- 
provement except Houston and Hen- 
derson. 


The village council filed an answer 


setting up that the action was not 
brought in good faith, but for the 
purpose of delay; 
that 
plaintiff 


brings the action to accommodate un- 
successful bidders, and because of 
malice and spite and not in the in- 
terest of other taxpayers. 


The defendant in its answer stated 


that the village legally passed the 
necessary legislation for the improve- 
ment of Church, Hill. Mechanic and 
Spring streets; that after duly adver- 
tising for bids for the improvement. 
council legally awarded the contract 
therefor to Henderson Bros, at Co- 
shoctou, who were the 
lowest 
and 


best bidders, prior to the time of the 
filing of the petition. That the mayor 
and clerk of the village 
duly 
and 


legally executed the contract for the 
improvement. The reply oi the plain- 
tiff was a general denial or tiie al- 
legations of the answer. 


The court found irom :he evidence 


that the bid of Henderson Bros, of 
Coshocton is complete aud includes 
all the items called for by the t-peci- 
ficatious. 
The bid of Houston and 


Henderson is not complete, in that it 
does not bid for the iron pipe neces- 
sary in the making of the improve- 
ment. 
The court found nothing in 


the evidence that in any >vay retlects 
upon the honesty of the decision o: 
the council, and did not find that 
the council was influenced in any 
way by anything except a desire to 
do "what was tor the best interests o! 
the village, and to award the contract 
to the persons uiey believed to be 
the lowest and best bidders for the 
improvement.

lowest bidders in amount, but their

that the council had at the time in 
awarding the contract, the couit can- 
not say that they were actuated by 
any motive except to do what they 
thought was for the best interest ol 
the village and ail concerned. 


The court dissolved

inary order of injunction which was 
issued upon the filing of the peti- 
tion, and dismissed

The officer \va? 


instructed to take no Chance? ol per- 
sonal injury. 


He went on duty early Thursday 


evening and remained concealed in 
the office mtil the t\\o men climbed 
into the window. 


The office is not a large one and 


there is a small counter across the 
front separating the entrance 
from 


the space oecunied by desks and of- 
flco fixtures. In the rear of the of- 
fice is a door opening into 
a toilet 


aud stairway leading to 
the

ond floor. 


The details of the tragic 
occur 


rence as related to Chief of Police 
Sheridan by the 
wounded 
officer 


who retained consciousness until he

table, 


are substantially as follows: 


The officer was concealed in the 


toilet room. 
His long wait was re- 


warded about 2 o'clock when noises 
warned him that the window oppo- 
site the door where he was conceal- 
ed, was being opened.

dow. 


The door leading into the 
toilet 


room was open. It caught the burg- 
lar's eye and he remarked, "There's 
that d 
d door open." With this 


remark the two men passed around 
the end of the counter and 
started 


for the door. 


A« they approached the door. Of 


/leer BOSBCOWUU flashed his electric 
torch on the men and it is the theory 
of the other officers that 
h« com- 


manded the men to throw up their 
hands. 
If such was the case, they 


failed to obey the 
command. 
In- 


stead, they flashed a torch and open- 
ed fire almost at the same instant. 
The first bull took effect. 


Then the men started for the win- 


dow. Tile ofticer emptied Ins revol- 
ver at them. 
Though he lired 
at 


close range e\ery shot went 
wild. 


Three of his balls struck the safe 
and two otiiers entered the wall near 
the window. 


The third member of the 
sang, 


stationed on the outside as a look- 
out, fired through another window, 
his one shot piercing the stove pipe. 


Bosscowan's faulty ai>n probably 


was due to his wound. 
Kir ing from 


close range and at the two men he 
should have hit one of them unless 
he was suffering from the shock due 
to the wound. 


Following the shooting, Bosscow- 


an lay in the office for fully twenty 
minutes before notifying 
headquar- 


ters of his condition. 
He feared to 


show any actuity for fear the yegg- 
men would again return and open 
fir<? upon him. 


Captain Hager. on night duty at 


headquarters, sat close by the tele- 
phone awaiting word from the offi- 
cer. 
When Bosscowan called in, and 


told the captain to 
come 
to 
the 


Wjeth-Scott office. Captain 
Hage;- 


waited for no details but immediate- 
ly ordered a taxicab and hurried to 
the place accompanied by the other 
officers. 
He supposed when the of- 


ficer called in that he had the men 
in custody and Captain Ha,4er wa* 
anxious to get help to the 
patrol- 


man promprlv. 


Sosscowin was conscious from the 


tinie of the shooting until he was 
placed under the anaesthetic on the 
ooerating table at the City Hospital 
He told in detail of >iis gun 
fight 


with the yeggmen but was unable to 
give any description of the men. The 
light from the electric torches flash- 
ed only an instf.nt and the officer 
did not have time TO get a good look 
at the men 


When the start was made for the 


hospital with the wounded officer. 
Dr. I'. X. Essin.sten and Dr. Homer 
.1. Davis were notified that the man 
\vis onroure to the hosmtal. 
The> 


arrived before the officer, and after 
making 
an 
examination 
of 
the 


wounds decided that an immediate 
operation was necessary in order to 
avoid peritonitis. 


The abdominal cavity was opened 


and the surgeons fot'nd 1? distinct 
perforation? of the intestines. Tiiese 
perforations were closed by the sur- 
geons who worked rapidly and skill- 
fully. 


The wounded man rallied nicely 


from the shock and while his condi- 
tion is verv serious, 
the 
surgeons 


state that he has an even chance for 
recovery. 


The operator on dutv at headquar- 


ters notified Police Chief Sheridan 
of the shooting and 
he 
ordered 
a 


taxirnb ind 
also 
rushed • to 
the 


Wveth-Scott office. 
Finding 
that 


the officer had i->een sent to the hos- 
pital, he reached there as the offi- 
cer was brought in and talked with 
Sos^cowan regarding the 
shootine 


before he was placed under the influ- 
ence of the anaesthetic. 
Chief Sher- 


idan remained in the operating room 
until the operation was almost com- 
pleted. 


The police investigation revealed 


the fact that one of the men who is 
believed to have taken part in the 
crime, ran east in AFannina street 
after the shooting. Residents in the 
neighborhood saw a tnan about that 
hour, running rapidly along Mann- 
ing street but because of the dark- 
ness, were unable to give any accur- 
ate description of the man. 


The crew on the Bazler ambulance 


which was called to pick up the body 
of Harry Parks, killed ?long the B 
& O. tracks near the ice plant, saw 
three men walking rapidly south on 
the railroad soon after the shooting 
must have occurred. The light here 
WPS also had and it was diificult to 
give a description of these men. 


Walter Bosscowan was or.e of the 


best oftir-ers in the Xewark police de- 
partment. 
He has won the 
confi- 


lence of bis superiors by his abso- 
lute obedience to orders given him. 
He has, during his senice in the de- 
partment, showed intelligence in the 
performance of his duty. He is cour- 
ageous, tactful and loyal. 


His injurv has cast a shadow over 


the entire department, being popular 
v.ith all his fellow officers. 
Police 


Chief Sheridan is particularly griev- 
ed because of the officer's injury. 


Officer Bosscowan gave 
up 
rail- 


roading several years aco 
to 
take 


the position he now holds. 
He was 


for years a fireman on the B. & O. 
During his career as a railroader, he 
had a number of narrow escanee ir 
•accidents but 
always 
showed 
the 


courage of a real man. He had been 
promoted to an engineer and ran on 
the B. & O. some time before resign- 
ing. 


He was the fireman on the special 


train wrecked on the Barnsville hill.

vears a?o when Milo Francis popu- 
lar engineer lost his life.

"The feminist movement calls tor 


the opportunity of living in accord 
with evolution of the individual and 
society, rather than to be bound by 
tradition," continued 
Dr. 
Hobson. 


"Eve rejects the materialistic inter- 
pretation of the 
ancient 
theology, 


'saved through child-bearing,' and is 
likely to retort: 
'If Adam were al- 


lowed a 'deep sleep' for an opera- 
tion of a few minutes, I demand twi- 
light sleep, torgettulness ot the an- 
guish of 10 to 26 hours. 


"The observant mother 
has 
al- 


ways been the keenest critic of med- 
ical procedure. 
It was the critical 


mother who was prompt to charge 
the general practitioner with care- 
less cleansing of the clinical 
ther- 


mometer, passed 
from 
mouth 
to 


mouth. 
It was the 
woman, 
ooth 


mother and club-woman, who made 
caustic comment upon the medical 
essayist who, although famous for 
surgical 
technic, 
moistened 
the 


finger with salvia to turn the pages 
oi his manuscript." 


The technic of twilight sleep, Dr. 


Hobson pointed out, comprises the 
following: 


(1)—Environment of 
quiet, 
re- 


jecting all external 
irritation 
of 


nerve centers. 


(2)—Initial minimal dose of mor- 


phine or its derivatives. 


(3)—Continued observation by a 


trained attendant. 


(4)—A 
stable 
preparation 
of 


scopolamin. 


(5)—Repetition of the 
minimal 


dose which will keep the patient in 
the zone of amnesia, that is, percep- 
tion of impressions but no memory. 


(6)—Individualization of the pa- 


tient in order to maintain not abso- 
lute unconsciousness of pain, but a 
drowsiness, rousing during a pain 
to exert muscular contraction, but 
with no memory of the anguish. 


"This is a narrow zone and de- 


mands a nicety of technic which for- 
bids cither spectacular exhibition or 
a hurried day of miscellaneous med- 
ical practice," said Dr. Hobson. "In- 
finite patience and painstaking at- 
tention mean time and money in or- 
der to give each patient the close ob- 
servation, 
particular 
environment 


and correct minimal dosage neces- 
sary for the individual case."

To correct bitten 
finger 
nails, 


which are fatal to beauty, the fing- 
ers should be 
washed, dried, and 


vaseline 
applied 
before 
retiring. 


Then place strips of muslin, several 
thicknesses, over the ends of the 
fingers, bandaging each finger sep- 
arately. 
This operation must be re- 


peated each night until the habit ot 
biting has been overcome and a suf- 
ficient growth is attained. 


Some nails thrive 
better 
than 


others and in consequence require 
shaping 
oftener. Once every 
ten 


days or a fortnight is often enougn 
to cut the average ones but they 
should be shaped every day or two 
•with file or emery board. 
The cut- 


icle' at the base of the nails must be 
carefully forced back and 
tucked 


tinder in order to preserve the filbert 
of the nail. 
This is usually 
done 


with a wooden or ivory 
stick 
de- 


signed for the purpose. 
With many 


people, however, it is quite sufficient 
to push the skin 
down 
with 
the 


towel after washing. 


A slice of fresh-cut lemon rubbed 


over the nails after this operation 
will assist in keeping the nails in 
good color. 
After the nails have 


been 
cleansed 
and 
shaped 
they 


should be polished. 
If one wishes 


to make her own polish paste the 
following will serve admirably: 


Use equal parts of beeswax and 


vaseline and a little carmine. 
Melt 


the wax and remove it from the fire. 
As it cools add the carmine and stir 
in the vaseline. The mixture may 
be put into jars and kept indefinitely. 
Apply the paste to the nail with th*> 
finger and polish with a chamois 
leather nail-polisher.

Probably the tuost remarkable build 


ing constructed w Lolly of ice was the 
palace built oil the Neva by the Czarl- 
u:i Auue of Uusslit. Large blocks ol 
lee were cut aud squared with great 
wire aud laid on one another by skill- 
ful masons, who cemented the Joints 
with water, which immediately froze. 
The building, vruen completed, was 
fifty-six feet long, seventeen and one- 
half feet broad and twenty-one feet 
high. It was of but one story. The 
facade contained a door surmounted by 
an ornamental pediment and six wiu 
dows, the frames and panes of which 
were all of ice. 
An elaborate balus- 


trade, adorned with statues, ran along 
the top of the facade and another bal 
ustrade surrounded the building at the 
level of the ground. The grounds were 
further adorned with a life size figure 
of an elephant, with his mahout on 
his back. 
A stream of water was 


thrown from the elephant's trunk by 
day and a flame of naphtha by night. 


A tent of ice contained a hot bath, 


hi which persons actually bathed. There 
were also several cannons and mortars 
of ice, which were loaded with bullets 
of ice and iron and discharged. 


Bullet Stopping Tricks. 


Five feet of clay, three feet of loose 


earth, or two and a half feet of sand 
will stop a modern rifle bullet nt the 
closest range; but, curiously enough, as 
the layman may think, ramming 'earth 
hard reduces its resisting power, and 
high velocity bullets have less pene- 
tration in sand at short than at me- 
dium range. Eighteen inches of sand 
between boards is bullet proof, also 
nine inches of well built brick work. 
?oft wood, like fir. across the grain is 
(bullet proof at point blank range-If 
forty-eight inches thick, or at 300 yards 
if half as thick. 
Similarly, twenty- 


seven Inches of hard wood, like oak, 
is point blank proof, or fifteen inches 
at 000 yards. Half an inch of wrought 
iron or mDd steel, a quarter of an inch 
of hard steel, or a fifth of an inch of 
special steel is bullet proof. 
So are 


six inches of shingle, fifteen inches of 
coal. or. as some people may be sur- 
prised to know, eight feet of snow.— 
London Express.

W. F, Den- 
ning, the English authority on me- 
teors, has recently called attention to 
the literal accuracy of this proverb, as 
established by his own observations 
on thousands of nights.
